Purdue Comes Out 


On Top In Tying 
Fray With Badgers 


Lafayette, Ind., Feb. 14 — WP) — 
Purdue's Boilermakers broke loose 
in tha last two minutes to defeat 
Wisconsin's basketball Badgers to- 
night, 53-48, after the score had 
been tied 13 times. 


It was the fifth straight victory 
for Purdue and its sixth in nine 
western conference starts. 
Wiscon- 
sin has lost six of eight. 


The Boilermakers ran up a 16-7 
lead at the start but Wisconsin 
fought uphill and pulled 
ahead, 
43-42, with seven minutes leit. The 
score was 48-all with two and a hali 
minutes to play. 


Bill Banks, Purdue reserve, shook 
his guard twice for close-in baskets 
in the winning drive and capped the 
performance with a free throw. 


Andy Butfchko, whose deft passes 
gave Banks his breaks, topped Pur- 
due'.3 scorers with 19 points. Veteran 
Howard Williams added 17 on eight 
throw. 


Don Rehfeldt, Wisconsin's clever 
center, dropped only one point be- 
low his conference average of IV 
points. 


Kentucky Whips 
Alabama 74-32 


Lexington, Ky., Feb. 14 — <JP) — 
Kentucky tripled the score on Ala- 
bama in the first half and then 
used reserves liberally in coasting to 
a 
74-32 
southeastern 
conference 
basketball victory here tonight. 


Alabama came close only once 
during the tilt. The tide, stressing 
possession, trailed by two points at 
7-5 with seven minutes gone. 


Big Alex Groza, who scored his 17 
points in the first half and rested 
nearly all the last period, sparked 
a drive that pulled the Kenturkians 
to a 39-13 half time advantage. 


Alabama penetrated the Kentucky 
defense for only seven field goals. 


Chicago, Feb. 14.—(JP)—The Big 
Nine basketball championship in all 
probability will not be decided until 
March 7, the final day of the cam- 
paign, when Illinois invades Mich- 
igan. 


Looking that far ahead in any- 
thing that is as unpredictable as the 
hardcourt sport is taking a lot for 
granted. But according to the form 
sheet that March 7 finale loems as 
the big date. 


Illinois, in the lead with a 7-1 rec- 
ord after knocking off Ohio State 
64-49 at Champaign Saturday, now 
has a week's respite before enter- 
taining Iowa next Monday. On Feb. 
26 the Illini tangle with another bot- 
tom-rung outfit, Northwestern, in 
Chicago stadium. They meet Ind- 
iana at Champaign Feb. 28 then aim 
for Michigan. 


The only apparent trouble in this 
schedule yill come against the Wol- 
verines, who have won five straight 
Big Nine games to date for a 5-2 rec- 
ord and third place. 


Minnesota holds second position 
with 7-2. The Gophers travel to 
Michigan Saturday in the week's 
headlining engagement. The loser 
of that contest will drop from the 
contending list. 


The Michigan-Minnesota skirm 
ish is the only match for the two 
teams this week. Tonight's round 
sends Northwestern (1-7) to Ind- 
iana (2-5) and Wisconsin (2-5) to 
Purdue (5-3). Ohio State is at St. 
Louis for a choice intersectional en- 
counter. 


Other Saturday dates send Ind- 
iana to Purdue, Wisconsin to Iowa 
and Ohio State against Northwest- 
ern in Chicago stadium. Notre Dame 
faces De Paul in the other half of 
the stadium twin bill. 


Purdue trounced Michigan State 
66-48 in a non-league affair.
